The Scranton Times credited the 
award largely to the work of 38- 
year-old George H. Martin, assist- 
ant city editor, who began investi- 
gating the case when he was a fed- 
eral court reporter. 
Martin once was praised in the 
House of Representatives by Rep. 
Kefauver (D-Tennt as being 
in- 
strumental in ending "the most 
corrupt situation that could pos- 
sibly exist in any federal court." 
The trustees named "The State 


of the Union," by Howard Lind- 
say and Russel Grouse as the best 
original play.

New Orleans. May 7 — (UP) — 
This town which long has 
been 


flamboyantly famous 
as 
"wide 
open" New Orleans 
today 
was 
closed tight as gambling and vice 
welcomed a new city administra- 
tion by laying oh-so-low. 


It didn't take any raids to close 
the usually flourishing 
handbooks 


and dice games. The "word" went 
down the line over the week-end, 
and today you didn't dare 
even 
match pennies. 
The handbook parlors, 
nestled 


conveniently in the back room of 
almost every bar in town, Were 
deserted. Their result boards were 
barren without the familiar entry 
charts, and the rasping call of "off 
at Belmont" was silenced. 


The 
bookie 
operators 
stood 
around in small groups, talking 
quietly . . . fishing for scraps of 
information which might giva an 
inkling of what the future holds. 
The lid din't 
mean 
that 
you 


couldn't try your luck if you really 
had a mind to. In adjoining par- 
ishes, neon-swathed play 
palaces 


operated in lush levity. They are 
out of the new mayor's jurisdic- 
tion and had no 
qualms 
about 


full-blast operations. 


The city itself, .however, 
was 


tight. In fact, one veteran police- 
man said "tighlesl lid I've ever 
scon." 


Houses of proslilulion joined the 
gambling gentry in the shut down. 
They, too, got the "word" without 
the unpleasantness of a raid. And 
they were told to keep the front 
door — and the back door—locked 
tight. 


Actually, New Orleans "houses" 
haven't been wide open since the 
start of the war. They were closed 
then at the insistence of military 
polic, and since have 
remained 
discreetly hidden — out of the fab- 
ulous French quarter. 


However, a civilian could find a 
"house" just so long as he could 
find a taxicab. Now even Ihese 
n-estled-away places were affected 
by the closing order. 


French quarter B-drinkers were 
also placed on the taboo list by 
the "word." The B-drinkers are 
the girls who stay at Fr-ench quar- 
ter honky-tonks to keep the cus- 
tomers company. The customer, in 
turn, buys the girl her drinks at $1 
and up a throw .She plits 50-50 with 
the house, and gulps tea or colored 
water allnight. 


No one could — or would — tell 
how long New Orleans will play at 
the game of blue nose. Actually, 
the new mayor, DeLesseps Morri- 
snn, himself said after his election 
tnat hit is no blue nose town. 
But today its historic old schnoz 
was as blue as a darky lament.

development, and not by killing 
them directly as do so many of the 
antiseptics. The bacteria do nol die 
al once, a fact which makes it 
necessary lo continue the treat- 
menl for a time after the disease 
apparently has been conquered. 
The action of penicillin on bac- 


leiia is metabolic in nature; olher 
anti-bacterial agents, notably the 
sulfa drugs, act by producing simi- 
lar changes. The structure of the 
germ is replaced in part by Ihe 
sulfa drug or penicillin, and Ihis 
interferes with its life cycle. 


Penicillin is the 
mosl polcnl 
disease-destroying agent yet dis- 
covered. 
The 
purest penicillin 


that can be obtained will destroy 
germs when only minute traces 
are used. 
CONSISTS OF TWO PARTS 


Penicillin consisls of Iwo parls, 


the known and the unknown. When 
Ihc known is purified and Ihc ex- 
tract used in trcalmenl, il does nol 
have the same effect as when the 
whole penicillin is used. 
The unknown portion of the drug 


is apparently more effective than 
the known portion in deslroying 
the spirocetes of syphilis. 
Penicillin does 
nol destroy all 


varieties of germs, as those causing 
.yphoid fever, tuberculosis, 
and 


few olher disease arc nol at- 


fcctcd by it. It is most effective in 
the treatment of infections caused 
by pus-producing bacteria, pneu-

Penicillin destroys bacteria 
by 


interfering wilh Iheir growlh and 
development, and not by killing 
them directly as do so many of the 
antiseptics. The bacteria do nol die 
al once, a fact which makes it 
necessary lo continue the treat- 
menl for a time after the disease 
apparently has been conquered. 
The action of penicillin on bac- 


leiia is metabolic in nature; olher 
anti-bacterial agents, notably the 
sulfa drugs, act by producing simi- 
lar changes. The structure of the 
germ is replaced in part by Ihe 
sulfa drug or penicillin, and Ihis 
interferes with its life cycle. 


Penicillin is the 
mosl polcnl 
disease-destroying agent yet dis- 
covered. 
The 
purest penicillin 


that can be obtained will destroy 
germs when only minute traces 
are used. 
CONSISTS OF TWO PARTS 


Penicillin consisls of Iwo parls, 


the known and the unknown. When 
Ihc known is purified and Ihc ex- 
tract used in trcalmenl, il does nol 
have the same effect as when the 
whole penicillin is used. 
The unknown portion of the drug 


is apparently more effective than 
the known portion in deslroying 
the spirocetes of syphilis. 
Penicillin does 
nol destroy all 


varieties of germs, as those causing 
.yphoid fever, tuberculosis, 
and 


few olher disease arc nol at- 


fcctcd by it. It is most effective in 
the treatment of infections caused 
by pus-producing bacteria, pneu-

At the present time, streptomy- 


cin is used with greatest success 
in some unusual forms of tubercu- 
losis.

Nuernberg, Germany, May 3 — 


(/P)—Grand A'dm. Karl Dccnitz tes- 
tified today that the German navy 
was so unprepared for the recent 


j war that, in one month, it was able 
to send out only two submarines. 


The former commander of the 
Germany navy, on trial with 22 
others on war crimes charges, told 
the International Military Tribun- 
al that the outbreak of che war 
found Germany with 30 or 40 U- 
boats, of which only n ihird could 
be used at a time 


He said che navy iiad io discon- 


tinue work on capital ships, 
ex- 
cept those noaring completion, and 
concentrate every effort on build- 
ing submarines. 


"That is the reason 
submarine 


warfare really 
started 
in 1942. 


when those we started building at 
the outbreak of the war were put 
into service." Doenitz said. 
"In 


1940, our replacements hardly cov- 
ered losses." 


He charged that 
British war- 


ships and planes attacked German 
sailors in lifeboats or swimming in 
the sea. 


"It is not my intention to criti- 
cise any war measures by the Al- 
hlicd powers."

Ottp Kranzbuehler told the tribun- 


I al in his argument asking that the 
' documents be accepted

dence. 


"I want to show what naval war- 
tare was really like. I could not 
do that by showing only German 
methods. I must also show Allied 
methods in order to prove

German practices, like those of the 
Allies, were legal." 


Doenitz, who as Adolf Hitler's 
successor surrendered Germany to 
the Allies a year ago. sat 
stony- 


faced in the prisoners' box as his 
fight for life began.

challenged the

Doenitz' 
docu- 


mentary evidence. 


One of Britain's naval heroes, 
Rear Admiral Philip L. Vian, who 
commanded the destroyer 
Hms 
Cossack in a bold attack on the 
German prison ship Altmak 
in 


Norway Feb. 20, 1940, was among 
those accused of tactics rivalling 
those charged to Nazi u-boats. 
The defense cited the Altmark's 


captain as stating 
that 
Vian's 
boarding parties 
swarmed 
over 


the ship driving the crew together 
with bayonets and pistols. 
"They

fire 
against other members of the Alt- 
mark crew, especially on 
those
